After several years of rapidly increasing demands for re- 
quested and required duty this year at last saw a leveling off in this 
type of duty. The Department actually spent less for this category than 
had been anticipated allowing us to increase our general patrols above 
the level planned for 1970 and still come out even. It will be noticed 
that the following activity report shows a considerable increase over 
last year and this is due in part to this expanded patrol activity. The 
relatively heavy and somewhat inconsiderate Skiway traffic provides 
a large portion of the moving violations and requires a correspondingly 
large share of the patrol time and mileage. We are planning for a 
slight increase in the required type of duty this year and expect to 
hold our patrol activity approximately at the level we were able to 
brinvere apo ing 1910. 

This year saw the abandonment of the State Police Academy 
as such and its replacement with a similar training program given at 
different times and locations throughout the State. Unlike the previous 
academy program, trainees must commute each day from their homes 
and there has not yet been a course given reasonably near this area 
and at a convenient enough time to enable us to take advantage of it. 
Hopefully such a course will be given closer to Lyme this year and 
the funds which are now in the Training Reserve may then be used, 

Regular members of the Department currently are Anthony 
Ryan, Constable Herbert Perkins and Officer Allen Thompson. Chief 
Paul Messer of Orford has been appointed a special officer as a 
result of a reciprocal agreement between the departments, and 
Wallace Ragan is also a special officer available to assist when 
needed.

The front doors of the Library have been rehung to give much 
valuable floor space to the inside, The porch - columns, cupola, railing 
and all were painted by Jean Smith and George Pidot. 

We have received several more records from Columbia Records, Inc. 
and increased the list of magazines subscribed to. The Lyme Historian 
has loaned the library a bookcase and its contents of books, pamphlets, 
etc., all of which are of local historical interest. The books are avail- 
able for general circulation. 

We have received a large number of gifts of books or money to 
purchase books as memorials. They are for Miss Rachel Miller, 

Mrs. Adolph Wolf, Florance Dike, Earle Andrews and Aaron S. Brown. 
We received many books from the library of Miss Miller. Donations of 
books to the Lyme Center Library were made by Phoebe Erickson, 
Alice Cutting and Gladys Gaylord. The Utility Club presented the 
Library with a donation as well as a special memorial gift for Miss 
Miller. 

Following up suggestions gleaned from the summers! questionaire 
there has been started a shut-in service. Juliet Barron and Joseph 
Piazza have ''taken the Library'' to several townspeople who find it 
difficult to get into town, In order to make the Library easier to use 
we are encouraging telephone renewals and have tried eliminating 
fines, State-wide Library Borrowers cards became available during 
this last year, enabling borrowers in good standing to use any 
participating library with no difficulty. 

We have added to our research materials the ''Readers Guide to 
Periodical Literature", which sees a great deal of use, particularly 
by school youngsters. The Library has sponsored the showing of 
many films from the State Library Service to the children. Youngsters 
designed bookmarks for Children's book week last Spring. The 
librarian has held an orientation - Open house for all the teachers and 
made arrangements for small groups to use the library under their 
teachers' supervision, Story hours for pre-schoolers have been held 
weekly and the librarian has also read to each of the lower grades as 
they came on their weekly trip. Lyme Center branch has been host to 
the Kindergarten class weekly. Many of these activities involve the 
use of volunteer helpers and we thank all who have enabled the 
Library to carry out these popular programs, Our thanks also to the 
many who have given their time and services in other areas, Very 
Special thanks go to Mrs. Hazel Park who has catalogued and pre- 
pared books for circulation for many years.

The Lyme Home Health Agency continued to provide a compre- 
hensive nursing service throughout the year. 747 visits were made by 
the nurse to 102 individuals. Of these visits 467 were for the purpose 
of giving direct nursing care to patients under doctors' orders, and 
280 were for the promotion of better health in the community. Most 
of the calls in the first category (467) were to our elderly citizens. 
To them our nurse's care is most important, as it often enables 
them to stay in their own homes instead of being sent to a nursing 
home. 


Five immunization and two well-child clinics were held during 
the year, The nurse had ten conferences with other professionals to 
clear up problems or discuss policies. She attended fifteen professional 
meetings. 


The physical therapist made 32 visits. This service is of great 
value in assuring the best possible rehabilitation after injury or shock, 


The Lyme Home Health Committee has met regularly through the 
year. Members of the committee as well as the nurse have attended 
meetings and shown their concern for the local and state-wide health 
picture. Along with other Health Agencies, we are much concerned 
about the recent changes in the interpretation of the Medicare Law. 


The office of the agency is in the basement of the Library. Our 
clerk, Mrs. Thomas Parkington, is there from 9 - 12 on Tuesday 
and Thursday mornings. Calls for service may be made to her at 
those times (795-2661) or directly to our nurse, Mrs. Roger Jenks 
(795-2176), preferably early in the morning,

At the 1970 Town Meeting, the Planning Board was authorized 
to enact the Lyme Subdivision Regulations, These Regulations were 
officially adopted on April 15, 1970, following a hearing. During 
the year, one set of preliminary plans was submitted to the Board; 
it was found that the sale of land proposed therein was exempt from 
the Regulations. 


The 1969 Town Meeting directed the Planning Board to study 
the road classification situation in the Town, Arrangements were 
made by the Board to have this study done by five Dartmouth students 
as part of an Urban Studies course. The students completed their 
field work in May, and submitted an extensive report with several 
maps showing road conditions and classifications. This report 
should prove very helpful to several Town agencies. Highway Agent 
Raymond Balch worked closely with the students, and his cooperation 
is greatly appreciated.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Commission was established one year ago at Town Meeting. 
The organization began its activities with a Lyme clean-up which 
resulted in the collection of large quantities of cans, bottles and 
paper from the roadsides of Lyme, The Commission then undertook 
a number of other projects. In view of concern about pollution of the 
streams and lakes in this area, it was decided to undertake a com- 
prehensive water survey of Lyme, in order to define the extent of 
bacterial contamination. Testing equipment was purchased with dona- 
tions and most of the Grant Brook has been tested so far. Information 
on this study will be made available at a later time. 


A questionaire was distributed to all permanent residents in order 
to determine what areas of our environment should receive highest 
priority. The return was very poor (about 5%), but those who re- 
sponded were most concerned about trash on the roadsides, junk cars, 
pollution and preservation of the environment, 


We have been interested in locating land areas of special scenic 
or wild life interest in Lyme in the hope that such areas could be 
preserved in their present state. We have discussed with landowners 
the possibility of securing easements on such lands and are optimistic 
that long-term protection can be obtained in this way. 


Several members of the Commission have developed an aerial 
map of the Town, which will be used for future projects. May- 
overlays are being developed which will contain information on 
property boundaries, water and marshland areas, vegetation, soil 
information and roads, 


The Commission held an open meeting for the snowmobilers in 
this community. An Association of Snowmobilers was organized with 
the idea that it would establish By-laws and develop a means of 
regulating the activities of its own members, 


A Junior Commission has been established to communicate with 
the young people in Lyme and to assist in carrying out future projects, 
The Junior Members are: Linda Bryant, Donnie Jenks, Ronnie Jenks, 
Wendy Martz, Laurie Penfield. 


Two members represented Lyme at the New England Association 
of Conservation Commissions in Bedford, New Hampshire in November. 
A New Hampshire Association was established at that time. 


Future projects include a clean-up this spring, efforts to locate 
and dispose of junk cars, finding new means of recycling glass and 
metal containers, and further developing an education program on 
ecology.

The Upper Valley Emergency Medical Care Service responded to 
192 calls in the Upper Valley in 1970. Emergency ambulance and 
medical care service together with non-emergency transfer service 
is provided to the communities of Lyme, Strafford, Thetford, Nor- 
wich and Hanover. 


Trained attendants from Mary Hitchcock Memorial Hospital and 
the Town of Hanover Fire and Police Departments respond to all 
calls, The service coordinator recently completed a comprehensive 
medical technician course sponsored by the State of New Hampshire 
to provide a similar program for all interested parties in the Upper 
Valley. Regular training is provided to the service through the 
cooperation of Mary Hitchcock Memorial Hospital and the Dartmouth 
Medical School. As a result of this intensive training, currently only 
the Upper Valley Emergency Medical Care Service is licensed to 
provide emergency medical care in the Upper Valley area north of 
Hanover and Norwich. 


The service has a cooperative arrangement with ambulance 
services in the surrounding communities for backup service. In 
Thetford the service is coordinated with the volunteer FAST squad 
which responds quickly and efficiently to all local emergencies. It 
is expected that as more communities join the service, a second am- 
bulance will be purchased, 


The service is available to any interested community. Each com- 
munity annually provides a per capita contribution and the individual 
patient pays a service charge, The per capita contribution has 
decreased from $1 per capita to 50¢ in 1971. The individual receiving 
service pays a fee, However, arrangements are provided for persons 
unable to pay. A very large percentage of the individual bills are 
paid by private insurance companies or Medicare. The administration 
of the service is provided by the Town of Hanover. 


This cooperative regional program provides a better level of 


service, at less cost, than that which could be provided alone by the 
individual community.

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The biggest change in the Lyme School this year is stability. It 
has been some time since we have had a principal who has remained 
with us for more than one year. Mrs. Goldthwait started this fall 
with a.year of experience in our school behind her. This, plus the 
fact that she is a full-time principal is making a major impact on the 
school program, 


This year the efforts of many volunteer workers are making an 
outstanding program of electives possible. In addition, volunteers are 
able to assist in many other ways to further educational opportunities 
for our children. The Lyme School Board wishes to thank all of the 
townspeople who have helped in this way. 


The Lyme School District Planning Committee which you elected 
at our last district meeting has struggled with many difficult problems 
faced. by the district. Their,report follows this one. All of you will 
wish to read it thoroughly and attend the meetings to discuss the 
recommendations. We have placed an article in the warrant asking 
that the town again elect a committee to advise the school board on 
these. matters., 


A major unexpected expense this year was the replacement of 
the boiler in the Barnes School. This boiler was found in very poor 
condition when examined last summer. Part of the premature failure 
may be attributed to the recurring problem with leaks in the hot 
water pipe to the old school building. This situation was corrected 
with the installation of a new furnace in that building. The costs of 
these. repairs.was the source of the deficit this year,

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The School Planning Committee was elected at the 1970 Annual 
School District Meeting to ''advise the School Board with respect to 
the future educational program and facilities of the Lyme School 
Bistrict™s 

The three main areas of concern studied by the Committee were: 

1, The High School problem 

2. The elementary school curriculum, especially in the 
seventh and eighth grades 

3, The space problem 

In order to come up with recommendations the Committee began 
by visiting schools in the area, elementary, junior high and senior 
high. Visits were made to Hartford, Lebanon, Orford, Thetford Hill 
and Dresden, to observe the facilities, discuss the curriculum and, 
in some cases, visit classes. In addition, officials of the new Brad- 
ford school met with the Committee and described their facilities and 
program, 

The Committee recognizes that the present practice of letting 
each student select his high school and having the Town pay a basic 
tuition fee has both advantages and disadvantages. Presumably the 
student selects the high school which offers the curriculum and 
activities he wants. In practice, however, his choice is limited by 
the high tuition rates at some of the schools and by the transportation 
problem. In the future the choice may be further restricted if some 
of the area high schools reach their capacity and decline to accept 
tuition students. In addition, if all Lyme children attended the same 
high school there would be advantages in maintaining friendships and 
a sense of local identity. A permanent or at least a long-term arrange- 
ment with some high school to take all Lyme students would, therefore, 
be desirable. However, in view of the diverse educational require- 
ments of our students, there does not appear to be any practical way 
of accomplishing this except at excessive cost since it would involve 
not only substantially higher tuition payments but also the cost of bus 
service. The Committee feels, therefore, that the present practice 
of paying the basic tuition and letting the student choose his high 
school must be continued, 

In visiting the junior high schools in the area the Committee was 
impressed by the enriched curriculum offered in several of them, A 
much-expanded Home Economics course, covering not only the tradi- 
tional sewing and cooking skills but also fabrics, clothing, nutrition 
and basic child care is offered for the girls; for the boys a Shop 
course covering wood working, metal working, materials, electricity, 
small motors and agriculture is offered. These courses not only 
provide general information which is valuable to all students, but 
serve as an introduction to careers along these lines for which some 
students may wish to prepare in high school. Music, either band or 
chorus, is frequently offered as an elective, and in some schools 
instrumental instruction is available; in others language courses 
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are available in the seventh and eighth grades, However, expansion of 
the Lyme curriculum to offer electives, particularly Home Economics 
or Shop courses, is impracticable because there is no adequate space 
available. The other alternative considered was sending our seventh 
and eighth graders on a tuition basis to a school which offers such an 
expanded curriculum, but this would involve substantially increased 
expense for tuition and bus service. Except for the addition of 
electives, the Committee did not feel qualified to comment on the 
present curriculum. . 

In considering the space available in the present Lyme school 
facilities a number of problems became evident. At present four 
classrooms in the old school building are being used, two on the 
first floor and two on the second. Several states, including Vermont, 
already have laws prohibiting the use of space above the first floor 
of wood frame buildings for elementary grade classrooms, and such 
a law might be adopted in New Hampshire at any time. We shall then 
have to provide two classrooms to replace those on the second floor 
of the old building. Provision should also be made for new toilets to 
replace the present inadequate and undesirable facilities in the old 
building. In addition, the Lyme Center building which is used for the 
kindergarten is very old and should not be used for many more years, 
This would mean that a room must be provided at the Barnes school 
for the kindergarten. In order to make an expanded curriculum 
possible, a multi-purpose room should be provided which could serve 
minimum requirements for domestic science and shop programs and 
other electives. 

The Committee studied numerous proposals for providing this 
additional space which it believes will be required within five years. 
The plan which appears most practicable envisions an addition at 
the south end of the Barnes school extending back to the old school 
building and connected to it by a covered entry. This would permit 
continued use of the old building and the new addition as a unit, 
would leave as much as possible of the playground area available, 
and would still result in a good-looking school complex. The addition 
would provide the space for the four classrooms required, and new 
toilets to replace those in the old building. The Committee also 
recommends erection of a corridor along the west side of the present 
Barnes school classrooms connecting with the new addition to 
eliminate traffic through the classroooms or outside, However, such 
a four-classroom addition, and in fact any addition to the Barnes 
school will require the acquisition of additional land to comply with 
State minimum standard laws, 

The question of how best to finance expansion of the Lyme school 
facilities has been an ever-present consideration. Obviously, this is 
a project which must be financed over a period of years. The Com- 
mittee, therefore, recommends that a building fund be started at the 
1971 Annual School District Meeting and that a sum of money be 
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appropriated and placed in a special bank account for the purpose of 
land acquisition and/or further planning and construction.
